In  pursuance  of  a  nolics  given  to  about  forty  individuals,  who 
liad  previously  em  oiled  tljemselves  for  ll)e  purpose  of  fonoing  an 
Anti-Slavery  Society,  a  large  number  of  tliem  assennblGil  at  Dan- 
ville, in  the  old  Presbyterian  Church,  on  the  19ih  of  March,  1835, 
at  1 1  o'clock,  A.  M. 

Tiie  meeting  was  organized  by  calling  Ja^ies  M.  Buchanan  to 
the  Chair,  anrfappointingDjct.  L.  Munsell  Secretary.  Prayer  by 
James  G.  JBirt^evt. 

Mr.  BiK^'EV"  then  road  the  pledge  which  was  signed  by  the  indi 
viduals  above  meri'tioned;  also,  extracts  from  severalletters  which 
had  been  received  from  symeof  the  signers,  giving  lensor.'S  for  their 
non-atteadance  upon  tiie  meeting,  &c.     (See  Appendix.) 

A  Comrai'tee  was  then  appointed,  consisting  of  Messrs.  James 
G.  BiRXEY,  Harrison  Walkek,  and  Thomas  (Jowak,  to  report  a 
ConsUSutioP;.  Declaration,  and  such  Resolutions  as  they  might  deem 
advisable  for  the  consideration  and  adoption  of  the  raeetn-g:  after 
which  there  was  a  recess  of  fifteen  minutes. 

After  therecej's,  the  Committee  reported  a  Conslitution,  Doclava- 
tioD,  and  sundry  Resolutions,  which,  beii-g  read  by  Mr.BtRNEV,  were 
sBveraily  adi)pted;  and  vffill  be  found  in  the  following  pages.     ^'. 

The  Society  being  thus  duly  constituted,  pioceeded  to  the  elec- 
tion of  officers;  and  the  following  members  were  elected  for  the  en- 
suing year,  viz:

Art.  2,  Tho  oi^jeci  of  mis  Socifj'.y  Ih  the  entire  atolitit.n  of 
Slavery  in  1 16  Stuto  ol  Keritucky  VV{,iIe  :t  admiis,  that  the  S:ale 
alone  has  tlis  nowcr  to  Ic^ic^late  in  rogitid  to  ihfj  abuiition  of  dhivc- 
ry — ii5  aim  shall  be,  to  convince  all  our  ftll-jw^citixr-ns,  by  argu- 
ments audre.-ised  to  tiieir  uf;d^istandifi|;?and  CdMoCiencp?,  thai  slave- 
holding  is  a  grpit  crime  m  the  sight  of  (^od — a  constaiit  lran?greB- 
sion  of  his  holy  law — and,  that  tho  best  interests  of  all  concerned 
requi  a  its  immediate  abaridonrnent. 

Art.  3.  This  Society  shall  aim  to  meliorate  the  character  and 
condilion  of  the  people  of  color,  by  encouraging  their  intellev;tual, 
moral  aid  rel'gious  improverrent — but  it  never  will,  m  any  way, 
countenance  a  resort  to  physical  force  to  obtain  their  freedom. 

Art.  4.  Any  person  who  consents  to  the  principles  of  this 
Constitution,  and  who  contributes  annually  to  the  funds*  of  this  So- 
ciety, and  is  not  a  slaveholder,  may  be  a  member  of  this  Society,  and 
shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  its  meetings. 

Art.  5.  Theotucers  of  liiis  Society  shall  be  a  President,  Vice- 
Presidents,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  0  Kecordlng  Stcrelaryj  and 
a  Treasurf  r. 

Art.  6.  The  Society  shall,  at  its  first  meeting,  "nd  always, 
thereafter,  at  its  Annual  Electing,  elect  an  Execuiive  Ccmmiltoe,  to 
consist  of  not  less  than  Five  members  and  not  more  than  5'ei-en-- 
who  shall  have  power  to  enact  their  own  by-law?,  meet  upon  their 
own  adjournmerita,  fill  any  vacancy  in  their  body,  employ  agents,  di- 
rect the  Treasurer  in  the  applicati  )n  of  all  mcneys,  end  call  special 
meetings  of  the  Society.  'Jhey  shall  make  nrranpemeiits  for  all  the 
meetings  of  theSofiety,  n)?ke  an  ann'.:al  written  Report  of  their  do- 
irf^d,  th2  income,  the  expenditure  aruMonds  of  the  Society — ar,d 
shall  hold  stated  mee(iiinp>  und  adopt  the  most  en  ;rgetic  measures 
in  ihsir  power  to  advance  the  objects  of  the  Society. 

At:t.  7.  All  the  oiticeis  of  this  Society,  mentioned  in  the  5th  ar- 
ticle, sh'dl  he,  ex  oificio,  memiiers  of  the  Executive  Committee — but 
a  majority  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  constitute  a  quo'um  to 
transact  business. 

Aft.  8.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  the  meetings  of  the 
Society — or,  in  his  absence,  one  :)f  'he  Vice^Pr'^sidents — or,  in  their 
absence,  a  President  ;;ro  tern  The  Cor; esponding  Secretory  shall 
conduct  the  cf^-r^spnndciice  of  the  Society.

Tiie  constiiation  may  be  amended  at  any  annual 
nitietiuTf  of  liie  Society,  by  a  vuJe  ofivvo-.ihlrd3  of  the  members  prc^ 
sent — provided  the  ainondmcuts  projjoscd  have  been  pri?v:o«Fly 
submitted  in  writing,  to  the  E.^cecutive  Commmiltce.

■be  preatly  arresied,  by  allowing  the  slaves  to  feel  that  dignity  of 
character  >vhich  liberiy  naturally  creates. 

Resolved,  3-  'i'hat  this  society  beheve 'ihat  patience,  submission, 
ardgood  conduct  on  the  part  of  !beslaves,not  only  to  such  raasJers 
as  are ''good  and  gentle,  biU  a'iso  to  the  fioward,"ava  ahsoluiely 
essejttial  lo  the  stJccessful  i.nculcation  of  its  princijile-s,  and  to  the 
ultimate,  entire,  and  peaceful  acqiusuion  of  those  inaheriable  rights 
thai  arano'.v  withheld  froui  ihe:ii. 

Resoli-ed,  4'  That  the  orderly  and  industiious  condu-t — the  in.-« 
tellectuah  moral  and  religious  mprovcmetit  of  the  fiee  people  of  col^ 
ar  in  this  State  and  elsewhere,  will  greatly  contribute  to  (he  success 
of  this  society. 

Risohed,  6.  That,  whilst  we  feel  no  desire  to  oppose  any  plan 
for  removing  lo  Africa  the  people  of  color  who  are  actually  free,  and 
who,  witlioui  being  harassed  or  persecuted,  consent  to  emigrate,  so 
long  as  srdd  plan  may  be  conduciod  on  benf'vclent.  and  christian 
principles — we  believe,  passing  by  whatever  other  oujectioiis  might 
exi;<t,  that  all  suoh  pL^n?  are  too  slow  ift  their  operation,  or  will  be 
found  totally  iDeffeciual  for  tho  cslerminatiicn  of  slavery  from  our 
»Siate. 

Rrsohed:  6.  As  the  sense  of  this  Society,  that  Iha  removal  from 
the  United  Slates  to  Africa  of  ^^mornl,  iemperate,  and  industrious''' 
emigrants  from  amongst  our  colored  population — so  ioDg  as  moral- 
ifij,  tcmpcravcc ,  and  industry^  are  considered  ^er(;,  as  insufficient,  of 


ihemselves,  to  consiiiule  christian  character — will  have  no  icndeuc) 
to  christianize  the  natives  of  that  coniinent. 

Resolved  7.  That,  wliilsi  we  would  rejoice  to  see  christian  colo- 
nizution  and  the  most  strenuous  christian  tlibrta  directed  to  that 
neglected  oountry — we  believe  one  of  lie  most  efi'cctu!:!  wa}s,undci 
God,  to  excite  them  i?,  to  shew  forth  here  the  strength  of  christian 
principle,  the  beauty  of  christian  action,  and  our  entire  dependence 
on  God  for  happy  resu.'^s,  whilst  we  are  acting  in  obedience  to  hia' 
commands,  in  the  manumission  of  the  oppressed. 

liesolted)  8.  Thai  associations  in  the  several  coiuilies,  in  the  fojm 
of  auxiliary  societies,  of  those  who,  in  principle  and  practice,  are 
opposed  to  the  continuance  of  slavery,  would  greaily  contribute  to 
its  speedy  termination. 

Kesolced,  9.  That  slaveholding  by  professors  of  religion — their 
acknowledging  it  to  be  sinful  before  God — whilsi  they  yet  attempt 
to  defend  or  pal'iate  it  by  His  u-ord^  is  the  most  formidable  barrier 
to  the  progress  of  the  Redeemer's  kingdom  in  our  Stale. 

Resolved,  10.  As  thesc^nse  of  this  Socieiy,  that,  if  professors  of 
religion  would,  at  once,  obey  God's  command — "Let  the  oppressed 
go  free" — and  "breuii" — casling.away  as  utterly  unfit  for  future  use 
— "every  yoke"  which  tliey  themselves  haveeithei  fitted,  or  continu- 
ed, upon  tiieir  neighbors, shvery  would  soon  cease  in  Kentucky. 

Rcsohcd,  11.  In  connexion  with  the  last  resolution,  as  the  sol- 
emn and  deliberate  conviction  of  this  society,  that  the  sin  of  contin^ 
iiedrihvery  in  Kentucky  will  rest,  mainly,  upon  the  members  of  God's 
visible  church  wjthin  her  limits. 

Resohed,  12.  That,  in  view  of  the  mistaken  judgmerts  which 
may  be  formed  by  the  advocates  of  continued  slavery,  of  the  meas- 
ures and  objects  of  this  Society — of  the  charge  of  fa-naticism — of 
the  vituperation  and  abuse  with  which  its  members  may  be  visited^ 
we  will  puioue  our  course  steadily  iii  the  fear  of  God — we  will  en-«- 
deavor,in  (he  meek  spirit  of  Him  who  came  to  "bring,  o-it  them  that 
sit  in  darkf\ess  out  x>f  the  prison  house,"  to  return,  for  "ra/ie/J^," 
''blessing,''^  and  "not  to  fear  the  reproach  of  men,  neither  to  be 
afraid  of  their  revilings." 
*  Resolved,  13.  Tiiatour  brother  Ja>ii:s  G  Birney  be  retioested 
to  deliver  Lectures  upon  the  subject  of  Immediate  Emancipation,, 
whenever  and  wherever  he  can  find  a  proper  occasion  to  do  so; 
and  we  pledge  ourselves  individually  and  collectively  to  do  all  in  our 
power,  consisten'.ly  with  prudentce  and  the  principles  we  profess,  to 
assist  and  cnccuraue  him  in  the  performance  of  that  duty. 

Resolved,  14.  That  he  be  appointed,  also,  a  delega tie  from  this 
Society,  to  attend  the  ensuing  Anniversary  meeting  of  the  Ameri- 
can Anti-Slavery  Society,  to  beheld  in  the  City  of  IS'ew-York.  ^ 

Resolved,  15.  'I'hat  it  is  the  opinion  of  thii  Society,  that  the 
cause  in  which  wc  are  engaged  vvr.uld  be  greatly  promoted  by  the 
publication  of  a  Weekly  Paper  in  this  State,  devoted  mainly  to  the 
discussion  and  diiFusion  of  the  principles  we  advocate:  and  if  an 
enterprise  so  desirable  should  be  underlnken,  we  promise  to  give  it 
our  patronage  and  support

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DECLARATION. 

Believing  it  incumbent  upon  ail  who  associate  for  the  advance-* 
nient  of  the  public  gocd,  to  stata  expiiciily  their  olijPCt — their  rea- 
sons for  setk;i;g  it — the  nPiftans  proposed  for  its  acconplishraen*. — 
and  the  principles  which  are  to  control  iheir  aclion;  we  make  the 
follovving  c).  position : 

1, — dhjecl.  Our  object  is  the  aliolitinn  of  Slavery  in  Kentuclty 
— not  only  as  de&irable  in  ilsBlf,  but  as  introductory  to  its  aboliiion 
ihroushout  ths  whole  of  the  slave-holding  portion  of  the  United 
States. 

o, — Reasons.  We  advocate  tlie  inr.mediate  emancipation  of  the 
slave,  because  he  is  constituted  by  God  a  moral  agent,  the  keeper  of 
his  own  happincs?,  is  personally  accoontable  for  his  o'ft'n  choice,  and 
has  tiie  right  to  life,  liberty,  and  the  pursuit  of  happiness,  inherited 
from  his  Maker,  and  declared  to  be  inalienable,  by  the  most  solemn 
proclamation  ever  made  by  our  country  to  the  world. 

Slavery  deprives  its  vjctimsof  the  privilege  of  serving  God  agree- 
ably to  the  dictates  of  conscience,  and  exterminates  every  right 
which  govcinments  were  intended  to  secure.  As  a  system,  slavery 
disregards  and  annihilates  all  those  relations  pstablished  by  God  for 
the  happiness  of  his  creatures.  Whilst  it  excites  the  enmity  of  the 
oppressed  against  the  oppressor,  it  iewc^s  to  blunt  the  sensibilities  of  all 
wiio  exercise  authority  over  the  slave,  and  to  turn  them  intoiyraitis. 
"The  man  must  be  a  a  prodigy,"  as  Mr.  Jeft'erson  long  since  said, 
"who can  reiainhis  rnoials  and  manners  undepraved  in  such  circum- 
stances.'" 

it  is  the  occasion  of  deep  moral  pollution  in  the  families  of  slave- 
holders. 

It  enfeebles  the  energies  of  the  whole  nation,  entails  poverty  and 
decay  upon  [he,  States  which  upliold  it,  foments  division  and  alipna-* 
tion  in  our  public  councils,  and  puts  in  jeopardy  the  existence  of  the 
Union. 

It  IS  opposed  to  the  spirit  of  our  Governmsnt,  makes  our  national 
declaration  a  mere  mockery,  convicts  us  of  hyj)ocrisy  at  the  bar  of 
»he  world,  neutralizes  the  power  of  our  example  as  a  nation,  and 
checks  the  progress  of  republican  principles. 

It  produces  invariably  a  monopoly  of  Zt^nd,  and  of  Zfl?/or,  and  a 
competi  ion  belween  the  slaveholder  and  Oie  h',>iiest  pocr,  injurious 
to  the  latter,  and  tending  to  expel  him  from  the  State,  and  in  the 
end  to  the  entire  cccupation  of  our  country  by  slaves  and  their  thinly 
scattered  masters. 

It  is  an  insuperable  barrier  to  any  effective  systf.m  of  common 
school  education,  essential  to  the  perpetuation  of  our  free  institutions^ 

It  expose-j  the  nation  tn  the  just  judomtntsof  Ci  d.  "I  tremble 
for  my  country,"  says  Mr,  Jcfierson,  "whfMi  I  reflecl  ll;ut  God  is  jusf, 
and  that  his  justice  will  not  sleep  forever."

Sbvery,  as  it  is  exhibited  in  the  United  Slates,  is 
certainly  a  most  odioui  sin,  ard  a  disgrace  and  K.proach  to  our  na- 
tion; and  very  many  good  men  deplore  the  evil,  andoarnrsily  deeire 
its  eradication;  but  among  ihem  there  is  a  diversity  of  sentimr-ntwith 
regard  to  the  hoic,  and  the  ichcn.  I  liave,  us  tar  as  i\>v  little  oppor-

*  *  Should  it  so  happen,  however,  that  1  carriot  attend,!  hope 
you  will  allow  me  the  privilege  of  Ueivg  consideied  as  a  membefj 
and  an  ardent  friend  of  abolition  principles.  The  more  I  reflect  up- 
on the  subject,  the  noore  it  commends  itself  to  my  judgment  and  con>« 
science.  There  is  only  one  thing  'hat  1  regret,  in  relation  to  my 
own  course  upon  (he  subject  of  slavery:  it  is,  that  I  permitted  my 
mind  to  vacillate  so  long  a  time,  end  did  not  meet  the  difficulty  with 
a  more  determined  resolution,  when  the  e\'ils  of  slavery  were  borne 
upop  my  mind,  with  such  irresistible  conviction.  *  *  The  deed 
o( manumission  I  succeeded  in  getting  admitted  to  record.  The  mi- 
nors were  bound  to  me  by  the  court — the  boy  to  the  age  of  21  years, 
and  the  females  until  18  years.  I  am  endeavoring  to  instruct  them, 
and  all  things  seem  to  do  wel'.
